The first and the only real sensation | 
in connection with the preliminary | 
session of the Royal commission on 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
railway contract was developed yes- 
terday afternoon during the examin- 
ation of Gorge B. Henwood of the 
Edmonton law firm of Henwood « | 
Harrison, His testimony resulted ip | 
the revealing of what O. M. Biggar. 
who afterwards made a sworn state- 
ment on the matter, said was an at- 
tempt by Alfred Hawes of Toronto, 
one of the incorporators of the Atha- 
Lesen railway company to extort from 
J. K. Cornwall $25,000 in return for 
the possession of certain documents 
in the possession of Hawes. These 
documents are said to relate to the 
profits to be made from the flotation 
of bonds of the railway company 
and Mr. Biggar claimed that the 
threat to issue a writ for $250,000 was 
made, just at the time the crisis was 
on in the legislature in order to creaw 
a stampede against the government. 
The mere issuance of a writ ‘or | 
$250,000 at that time, he said, would 
have meant the overthrow of the ad- 

inistration, | 

Mr. Henwood had been acting for z 
firm of Toronto solicitors of whom 
Hawes was the client. They had for- 
warded to him certain documents with 
instructions to deliver them over an! 
cease pressing for claim only on pay- 
ment of $250,000. Mr. Henwood ap- 
proached Mr. Biggar who was then 
solicitor for J. K. Cornwall and the 
matter was discussed for some days. 
Eventually the §250,000 was reduce.i 
te $100,600, but while the matter was 
stil! pending the documents were re- 
culled to Toronto and the copy that 
Mt Henwood said he had made for 
his own protection was also destroy 4. 

What Papers Contained. 

Mr. Biggar stated in his evidence 
that the papers so far as he remem- 
bered related in the first place Mr. 
Hawe’s claim that Minty had not 
iven him some information that he 
mid and in the second place that 
Minty and Cornwall had brought pres- 
sure to bear on him to abandon his 
Tights in the crow A company and 
having got him out, Minty and Corn- 
wall made a deal with Clarke whereby | 
they were tomake a lot of money out | 
of the flotation of the bonds. generally.

Details of Tariff Agreement Between 
Canada and U.S. Presented to 
Parliament. 


Ottawa, March ~The achievement of 
commercial peace with honor between 
the two English speaking nations of 
North America with the prospect of an 
early realization of hopes long entertain- 
ed of reciprocal trade relations between 
the United States and Canada was pro- 
claimed in the House of Commons today 
when Hon. W, S, Fielding, Minister of 
Finance made his anxiously awaited 
statement as to the result of the nego- 
tiations successfully concluded at Wash- 
ington. 

The fact that the copies of evening 
papers containing a synopsis of the terms 
of the agreement were in the hands of 
many of the members when Mr. Fielding 
rose to make his pronouncement did not 
lessen the interest with which the 
speech from the Minister of finance was 
anticipated. The feature of settlement 
arrived at may be briefly summed up as 
followe: 

Reduction to Whole World. 


To avoid a tariff war which threaten- 
ed practically half of Canada’s whole 
trade, and which President Taft had 
been most anxious to avoid, Canada 
agreed to give the necessary “excuse” by 
granting reductions on a limited list of 
thirteen items int hegeneral tariffs. These 
reductions are given out only to the 
United States but to the whole world 
and consist in a decrease of duties by ap- 
proximately 21-2 per cent. of the pres- 
ent duties on imports which were said to 
aggregate about five million dollars. No 
“anadian industry is seriously affected! 
but the Canadian consumer will benefit 
to the extent of perhaps $200,000 or $300,- 
000 in lessened customs taxes. Canada 
vindicated its right to make tariff bar- 
gains with any other nation it pleases, 
irrespective of the Afmerican tariff law. | 

This country has obtained for the first 
time in the history an assurance from | 
the United States that better trade rela- | 
tions will be accorded in he neor future 
and negotiations with that end in view 
will be direct result of teda\’s happy | 
dencument of a situation that at one 
time threatened for reaching and disas- 
trous results to both countries, 

Sir Wilfrid's Statement. 

“The concession we have made in this 
ease,” said Sir Wilfrid Laurier, “‘to 
achieve this desirable end are small. For 
these concessions, we get peace and let- 
ter commercial relations with our grea! 
neighbor. That peace and good will are 
worth all the nuts and = perfumery (n 
creation.” 

Mr. Fielding’s statenent was a clear 
cut and statesmanlike exposition of the 
negotiations. It showed that the gov- 
ernment had acted throughout with dig- 
nified firmness, yet with al) a concilia- 
tory spirit. No principle had been sac- 
rifiwed, no Canadian interest injured, 
while, the end desired had been achiev- 
ed. 


Desultory Criticism. | 

In the absence of R. L. Borden and | 
Hon. Geo. E. Foster ,the criticism of the | 
opposition was of a somewhat desultory | 
character, their chief concern being the | 
part which Dr. MacDonald, of the To- 
ronto Globe, had played in helping to} 
bring about the satisfactory compromise | 
which had been reached.* An_ interest- | 
ing feature of the discussion was the 
evidence of the widening breach between | 
W. F. Mclean and R,L. Borden follow- | 
ing in the opposition, The debate will 
be resumed at a later date. 

Beginning on Monday next, the House 
will hold morning sittings until the close 
of the session. 

McLean Congratulates Government. 

W. F. McLean was inclined to congra- 
tulate the government on the settlement 
ef the difficulty. Dr. Sproule, J. E. 
Armstrong, John Herron, Major Currie 
and Dr, Reid, who also spoke, were in- 
clined to think that Canada should have 
got concessions from the United States. 
Messrs, Herron and Armstrong argued 
briefly that nothing had been done 
which in any way would benefit the 
farmers of the country, 

Terms of Agreement. 

Washington, D.C.. March %—The 
terms of the new tariff agreement  be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
were inade public here today. The con- 
cessions provided by the agreement will 
cover less than three per cent. of all the 
import business from the United States 
into Canada in a year, They will af- 
fect business amounting to about $5,000,- 
000 against imports to Canada fron the 
United States amounting to more than 
$180,000,000 in the Canadian fiscal year 
of 1999. The concessions fect about 
forty staple commodities, 

Omnibus Clause Conceded. 

One of the most important § grants 
made by Canada is that of the omnibus 
clause in the Dominion tariff, Hitherto 
all articles under that clause imported 
from the United States have been sub- 
ject to the general tariff of 20 per cent, |

Prlesident Lewis Deciares Miners All 
Over America Will Get Uniform 
Advance of Five Cents a Ton, and 
Strike, Which Begins To-morrow, 
Will Last Only Few Days. 


ludianmapolis, Ind., March 30.—‘The 
members of the nationa) executive 
board will have their instructions as 
to the direction of whatever strikes 
in the bituminous coal districts may 
be necessary, when they leave Indian- 
apolis tomorrow night,” said Thomas 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers tonight. “I shall go 
first into the Illinois field.” 

“At midnight tomorrow night there 
wil be a suspension of work in some 
districts,”’ said Mr. Lewis, ‘‘but it will 
last only a few days and no one will 
suffer lose. The miners will get a 
uniform advance in wages of five cents 
a ton all over America and there will 
be no bad strike.”

DUMA BECOMES CARICATURE. 
Liberals Leave Hall in Body Protest- 
ing Against Conservative Member 


Copenhagen, March 30,—According 
to dispatches received here from St. 
Petersburg, the Russian Duma is be- 
coming more and more of a caricature 
and is fast losing the remnants of its 
influence and importance, The last 
days of the present term have been 
occupied by M. Purieshevitech, a Con- 
servative, who, in what is considered 
the most scandalous speech, assailed 
the universities and berated the 
young girl and boy students. His re- 
marks caused great indignation and 
elicited a protest from all the Lib- 
erals in the House. 

One after another, the presiding 
officers were forced by the opposition 
to leave the chair, but some of them 
stopped Purischevicth, who continued 
speaking at the top of his voice in 
his efforts to down the protests. The 
Liberals finally decided to leave the 
hall in a body.

He told the government that they 
were ill-advised to commit themselves 
to a policy that must mean at least 
two or more elections this year,

had been proved wrong on all the 
great public controversies which had 
been settled, Not in forty years hed 
one single Conservative measure been 
impeded by the Lords, while the list 
of Liberal measures mutilated or re- 
jected continually increased, He as- 
sured the government of a united foree 
if the government pushed on vigorous 
ly with the resolutions, 

All Power With Lords. 

Lord Hugh Cecil demanded for the 
Lords full power both over legislation 
and finance, otherwise there would be 
no bar to the wildest socialism. He 
advanced a scheme of reform, limiting 
the Upper House to 400 members nom- 
inated by the King with the advice of 
his ministers ,whereof 350 to be select- 
ed from the hereditary peerage. ‘ 

Augustine Birrell, who was in oapi- 
tal form, claimed the veto resolutions 
would increase the power of the Lords 
in some respects, On the question cf 
finance there was no possibility of 
compromise, 

Ramsay MacDonald deat with the 
question from his experience in the 
Over-Sea Dominions.

CATCHER BY ACCIDENT. 

Jimmy Archer became a great catch- 
er through an accident, The former 
Tiger and present member of Frank 
Chance’s backstop brigade owes his suc- 
cess to a serious burn received several 
years ago. Much has been printed about 
the marvellous throwing ability of Arch 
er. Jimmy can throw from a crouch po- 
sition, and he uses simply his forearm 
in meking the “peg'’ to second or third 


or first, At catching runners trying to 
steal or runners off base he is equally 
good 


The wonderful record he made while 
catching for the Cubs last year was due 
to the fact that he can throw by using 
simply his right arm and without také 
ing a standing position, 

Other catchers have tried the Archer 
method without success. They find they 
throw unless the entire body is 
The time it takes 
them to get into an aerial position and 
take proper aim gives the base runner 
the necessary opportunity, 

They have been unable to solve Arch- 
er’s method. Dr. William E. Keane, phy- 
sician for the Detroit club, explained 
how Archer has acquired the ability to 
throw in his peculiar style. 

“A few years ago,’ said Dr. Keane, 
“Freddy Payne, Charlie Schmidt and 
Archer were suffering from broken fin- 
wers. I treated them, and when Archer 
came to me I suggested having an ‘X"- 
ray examination, 

“When Archer rolled up his sleeves I 
noticed a scar tissue extending from 
above the elbow to nearly the wrist. I 
asked him what had happened to him, 
and he explained that a few years ago he 
was badly burned and the scar remained. 

“This scar tissue enables Archer to 
snap the ball to the infielder. He sim- 
ply has to use his arm, The snap in the 
tissue gives the ball the same speed that 
the many muscles employed by other 
catchers in throwing give them. No one 
could consistently throw the way Archer 
does, It would tire a man out in a 


| short time.”

WATER AND SEWAGE 
SYSTEMS OF U.S. CITIES 


City Engineer Latorneli Speake of 
Conditions in Cincinatti, Colum. 
bus and Philadeiphia—Decarie In- 
ae Working in Minnee- 
polis. 


The waterworks and sewage systems 
of large eastern cities were carefully 
investigated by City Engineer Lator- 
nell on his recent tour, which was 
mainly taken with a view to coming 
in touch With the latest and most ap- 
proved methods of filtration and 
sewage disposal, 

The filtration plant of the City of 
Cincinatti, which draws its water 
supply from the Ohio river under con- 
ditions similar in almnst every res- 
peet 16 those obtaining in Edmonton, 
was one of the plants examined by 
Mr. Latornel, “The citizens of Cin- 
cinatti are proud of their water sup- 
ply,” said Mr. Latornell, in discussing 
some phases of his investigation, ‘but 
that pride extends more to the plant 
than to the water drawn from the 
river, It has a capacity of 126 mil- 
lion gallons and work on the same 
principle as the Edmonton plant, 
which has a capacity of four inillion 
gallons. It is a mechanical _ filter 
built of concrete and works well. A 
bacteriologist and chemist have offices 
in the building which houses the plant 
and the water is tested at all stages 
from the river to the taps. 

Conditions in Columbus. 

“The City of Columbus has both 
a water filtration plant and sewage 
disposal system. The city’s supply 
of water is drawn from a small river 
across which a dam is thrown to 
raise the level. The water is taken 
trom above the dam. It is very hard 
and has to be sofetened and filtered, 
The primary object of the Columbus 
sewage disposal is not to dispose of 
sewage so much as to prevent nuisance 
during low water. The plant has been 
up only a year, but it claimed to be 
Elaborate experiments 
wer? carried out before its adoption, 
At the presenti time its operation 15 
being discussed by the American 
Society of Engineers.”” 

The most elaborate system of filtra- 
tion seen by Mr. Latornell was in the 
The water sup- 
ply is taken from the Deleware river 
end purified by a double filtration 
process, passing first through a 
mech.nica! filt er and then through a 
slow sand filter.

dynamo in the station. Mr. Latornel! 
in answer to inquiries learned that 
complaint had been made of nuisance, 
but none was perceptible on the day 
on which he visited the plant. The 
Minneapolis incinerator is located on 
the outskirts of the city. 

Mr. Latornel! was struck by the fact 
that the filtration plants and sewage 
disposal systems in most of the large 
cities visited were installed by. con- 
sulting engineers, and that the en- 
gineers of the municipalities know 
little or nothing about them, their 
operation being in charge of experts. 
He attributed this largely to the 
spoils system of the American cities 
whereby the publie officials change 
with the civie administration, 

Mr. Latornell was away about five 
weeks. He spent a week at his 
home near Toronto and visited the 
cities of Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa, 
Chicago, Indianapolis, Columbus, 
Cincinnatti, Philadelphia and New 
York.
